The  Laymen'M  MiMsiinnAry  Movi>in«nt  >M\a  t^ni- 
\thn»'unl  from  th«»  Itr^innini;  one  thought, 
htt  A-Ay  :  "The  Evan(rrii/.atiun  of  the  worUI  in 
this  uenpration."  What  iIocm  thia  nwan  ?  Iti 
the  wordH  of  Mr.  John  R.  Mott,  "It  tncanii  to 
i(i%'e  every  pemon  an  adoijuato  o|)|)ortunity  to 
know  Jf'ttUM  ChriMt  a«  pernonal  Saviour  and 
liord."  ThiM  is  not  understood  to  mean  Chrin- 
tainizing  the  world  in  this  (^n<>ration,  becauxe 
men  cannot  make  ChristianM  of  other  men,  but 
it  does  mean  that  the  Christian  men  and  wo- 
men of  to-day,  njcognizin^  the  obligation  that 
\ft  upon  them  to  fulfd  the  (;rcat  commission, 
will  give  to  every  other  person  the  opportunity 
we  have  ha<l  in  this  Chritttian  land  to  learn  of 
•Tesus  Christ.  When  we  consider  the  noatter  the 
riuestions  naturally  arise,  ''Can  the  Christain 
men  and  women  of  Canada  do  their  share  of 
this  work  ?"  "Have  we  the  resources  in  men 
and  money  which  make  it  possible  for  us  to 
take  up  our  share  of  the  work,  assume  our  obK- 
ifation,  and  give  the  gospel  to  our  share  of  the 
heathen  world  ?"  It  is  assumed  in  connection 
with  the  I^ytnen's  Missionary  Movemcut  that 
the  various  evangelical  Christian  bodies  shall 
be  prepared  to  do  their  part  of  the  work,  and 
that  the  non-Christian  world  shall  be  divided 
among  them,  so  that  each  may  undertake  what 
ntay  be  considered  a  fair  proportion  of  the 
work  to  bo  done.

1907  a  sum  amounting  to  132,460,000  was  con- 
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trihiit«*<l  for  t!i«'  work  »if  Fornun  Mi^Mionf.  nu>\ 
it  hnM  l>M'n  oNtiniotttI  hy  Mr.  J.  ('um|)U-ll  \Viiii> 
that  at  leuHt  9^.00U,iHN)  will  Itc  rp«|uir««l  nmni 
ally  for  tho  pur|>oH«  of  pfTicipntly  cnrryitiK  on  th** 
work  of  oviuiir<*li/inLr  tho  world  liuriii;;  the  pruf- 
tmi  tfpnpration.  In  Mr.  N.  W.  RowcH'ii  exfellont 
painphh't,  ontitlcd  'Will  Cnnarin  K\'an(^li/e  Her 
.Sharo  of  till*  Worhl,"  ho  hn»  ef»timnto<l  that  th.* 
proportion  which  Cnnnth.  hIiouM  tnko  «>f  thi- 
li(>athoii  worhl  is  nt  lonst  f«>rty  iniliionH,  p«'r 
hapH  fuily-fivo  or  fifty  uiiilionH,  to  l)o  divitlo-l 
imoni;  tho  variouM  evitngclicnl  donomination*'. 
in  a.'^eordant'o  with  thoir  utrontrth  ami  nbilit\ 
to  ropo  with  tho  work.  Mr.  RowoH  entiinatov 
that  tho  total  contrihutiiknM  of  tho  Churchei*  < 
Canada  (other  than  R^iman  t'atholir)  to  For- 
oign  Mi^HionH.  amountPfl  in  190"  to  about  $600,- 
000.  Eatimutinfr  that  at  lonnt  one  miMiiioti- 
ary  family  should  Im»  provid«><|  for  ovory  25,WX> 
people  in  our  Hhar«  of  tho  heathen  world,  it 
will  bo  neeesHary  that  the  uifts  to  Foreiixn  Mi<- 
sions  l»e  increased  by  $2,600,000  |ier  \ear,  mak- 
ing a  total  for  Foreiirn  Missions  of  $;i,'2(M),0<Kt. 
In  Canada  the  Tlonie  Mission  work  ho'^ 
lM>en  made  part  of  the  Toymen's  Min8i«)nary 
Movement,  and  it  is  estimated  that  $1,300,000, 
will  be  required  to  enabln  the  ehurches  of  tho 
various  denominations  to  make  proper  provisipn 
for  all  forme  of  mission  work  in  our  own  coun 
try.  This  will  necessitate  an  annual  oontrilmtion 
hy  the  Christian  men  and  women  of  Canada  of 
84,600,000  for  the  purpo-e  of  me«'tinLr  our  mi-- 
sionary  responsibility  nt  home  arxl  abroad. 
Can  the  Christian  men  and  women  of  Canada 
affoni  to  raise  and  yive  this  amount  of  mont'v 
nnnuallv   for    the     work  of    extendinir     Chri><t*s

(hi  looking;  at  the  leluriis,  a^  furnished  Uy  the 
Dominion  Government.  1  fitnl  that  the  total 
trade  of  Canada  in  IS<W  O-xfKirtH  and  imf>ortH) 
amounted  to  »i;n.(M»0,:MM>;  in  l!H>S  it  wan  $»V><).- 
<>00,000.  The  (M^pulation  ''is  itureaMt^d  UX^iht 
•  ent.,   while   the   trade   of  rouiitry     has     in- 

ereasetl  SOU  |)er  cent. 

But  this  does  no!  -ih.iw  ax  clearly  as  «>ther 
lilirure«  do  :'m?  incrc,  •  in  the  actual  wealth  of 
the  cnuntr.  There  i.v  pr<»hably  no  U'tter  text 
of  this  than  the  de|K)Hit.s  in  our  Imnkx.  In  IS&S 
the  total  deposits  amountnl  to  837,678,000;  in 
1908  they  amounte<l  to  8050, 126.000.  The  popu- 
lation increased  100  |)er  cen'.,  while  the  depofrits 
in  our  hanks  increased  over  1,7(K)  \ier  cent.  The 
total  assets  of  all  our  hanks  in  1S08  amounted 
to  177,872,000.  The  total  assets  in  1908 
amounte<i        to     $926,017,000,     an     increase      of 


1,200  i)er   tent.,   a«   aiifainst   an    inrrease  of    1»M) 
per  cent,  in  the  population. 

To  illustrate  the  increase  of  wealth  along  an- 
other line  ;  1  find  that  the  total  fire  incuran<-.«, 
that  is,  all  the  lire  risks  carrietl  by  all  the  com- 
panies reporting  to  the  Dominion  Government 
in  1869,  amounted  to  $188,000,000.  This  in- 
creased in  1906  to  81,614,000,000.  This  means 
that  the  fire  insurance  on  the  buildings  in  our 
country  had  increased  over  800  per  cent.,  anri 
it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  buildinirs  are  of 
much  greater  value  than  the  amount  at  whirh 
they  are  insured. 

I  also  find  that  the  value  of  our  farm  Ian. Is 
is  estimated  at  $1,800,000,000.  and  thut  tl... 
total  value  of  the  animals  upon  our  farms  is 
estimated  to  he  S.Wl.ClOO.miO.  or  a  total  esti- 
mated value  of  farms  nnil  farm  animals  of 
$2,331,000,000. 

It  is  recognized  by  u  consitlerahle  proportion 
of  our  ijeople  that  life  insurance  is  one  of  the 
best  means,  not  only  of  saving  money,  but  of 
providing  for  the  future  comfort  of  those  de- 
pendent upon  them,  and  the'  returns  regarding 
life  insurance  will  give  us  some  indication  of 
the  increasing  wealth  of  our  country,  because 
it  will  show  the  extent  to  which  people  are 
saving  money  under  thi.s  plan.  I  find,  upon 
looking  into  the  statistics,  that  in  1869  all  the 
life  insurance  policies  in  force  in  Canada,  in 
companies  or  societies  or  associations  report- 
ing to  the  Dominion  Government,  amounted  to 
$35,660,000.  This  had  increased  in  1908  to 
$686,000,000,  or  an  increase  of  over  1,900  per 
cent.  I  find  that  the  total  premiums  paid  on 
these   politics   in    1860  amounted   to  $1,238,000. 
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The  premiuin«  paid  in  lUO^  anvounted  to 
123,143,000.  This  $23,143,000  whh  paid  iii  pro- 
miums  to  the  insurance  companies*,  sor-icties  and 
associations,  which  report  to  our  Dominion 
Government,  and  does  not  include  a  nunii)cr  of 
beneficial  organizations  and  provincial  insurance 
companies  who  carry  a  large  amount  of  insur- 
ance,  hut  who  do  not  report  to  the  Dominion 
Government.  What  (Iocs  this  mean  ?  It  means 
that  the  comparatively  few  men  on<l  women  in 
Canada  who  are  carryin^^  life  insurance,  paid  in 
premiums,  or  saved  in  this  way  alone  in  one 
year,  over  $23,113,000,  a  greater  amount  than 
all  the  Christian  peop!"  in  all  the  world  jjave 
during  1907  for  the  evangeIi^ation  of  tlie 
heathen  world.  The  total  given  in  1907  for  this 
work  of  world  evangelization  was  822,4f.0,000. 
The  total  gifts  of  all  the  Christian  men  and 
women  of  Canada  in  1907  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  the  heathen  world 
amounted  to  about  $600,000,  while  the  m<'n 
and  women  of  Canada  who  carry  life  insurance 
saved  in  this  one  way  alone  o\er  $*23,00O,00O. 
Think  of  these  figures  when  you  consider  yoiir 
missionory    respon.'sibility. 

We  see  another  form  of  wealth  in  the  capital 
invested  in  our  manufacturing  industries.  I 
find,  upon  examining  statistics,  that  the  capi- 
tal invested  in  our  factories  in  1871  amounted 
to  $77,9frl,000.  This  had  increased  in  190S  to 
$840,000,000,  or  an  increase  of  about  1,100  per 
cent. 

These  figures  no  doubt  show  the  resource.s  and 
wealth  of  our  country.  But  some  |v»''^""'''**  "w^y 
say,  "True,  the  country  is  becoming  wealthy  an<l 
will  increase  in   wealth,  vear  bv  vear,  but  thi»« 


wealth  is  not  in  our  hands,  it  is  not  under  our 
control,  and  therefore  these  figures  do  not 
prove  that  the  Christian  men  and  women  of 
Canada  can  easily  give  84,500,000  for  mis- 
8  ions. 

U't  us  look  at  the  matter  from  another  side. 
What  is  the  value  of  the  natural  products    of 
our    country,    and   the    amount    of    the    wages 
earned   by   two     sections     of  our  workingmen  ? 
This,    jxrhaps,     will     show    even   mora  clearly 
whether     the     Christian      men      and       women 
of  Canada     are     able     to     contribute  the  sum 
of  $4,500,000  for  mission  work,  and  at  the  same 
time  support   their  local   church  work  and    the 
charitable    and    beneficial    organizations     which 
mu.«5t  also  be  supimrted  by  them.    I  find,    upon 
looking  into  the  statistics  prepared  by  the  Do- 
minion     Government,    that    the    farm     products 
(referring  to  the  g.ain,  hay,  and  such  like)    of 
Canada   amounted   in   the   last   year  for     which 
returns  are  on   file,   to  ^32,5*4,000

In  making  up  these  fissures  regarding  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  forest  I  have  only  taken  into  con- 
sideration the  actual  value  of  these  pro<lucts  in 
the  raw  material,  without  reference  to  their 
value  upon  being  manufactured  into  the  finished! 
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article,   Ix'cause  purt  «»f   the  «oHt  of  this  would 
l,e    included     in    the    amount  above    stateil  as 
wages   paid     in     factories.     This  table   nhows  u 
irro»«   total   of  Sd35.527,5l7    received   from     the 
products  of  our  farms,  fisheries*,  mines  and  for- 
ests, and  from  the  wn^res  paid  in  our  factorien 
and  by  our  railway  corporations.    Y«»u  will  note 
that  this  does  not   include  the  wni,'e«  paid    by 
our  great  navigation   companies,  nor  money  ex- 
f>endetl    for  the  construction  of  public  works    and 
wages  paid  thereon,  nor  money  exi)en<le<l  in  ma- 
terial   for  the  construction  of  railways,  and  work 
done,  and  wanes  paid   tn  connection  therewith; 
nor  wages  paid  in  connection  with  all  building 
operations  carried  on  in  our  Dominion;  nor  the 
value  of  the  fur  products;  n(.r  a  score  of  other 
minor  lines  of  work.    All  these  in  the  aggregate 
bring  a  large  amount  of  money  into  the  pock- 
ets of  our  people,  estimated   to  amount    to    at 
least   another  $500.000,(MW.    But      from  the  six 
resources      mentioned— products    of     the     farm, 
fisheries,   mines  and  forests,   wages  paid  in  fac- 
tories,  and   wages   paid   by   railways.^  t^here     is 
received  the  tremendous  sum  of  8y3,")..'>27,.'>17.     I 
believe      that     more    than    three-fifths    of     this 
amount  comes  into  the  hands  of  the  Protestant 
l>eople  of  Canada,  or  an  amount  totalling  S561,- 
:U6,510.    If  we  assume,   which  I  think  we  may 
fairly  do,  that  the  amount  of  money  earned  by 
the  people  of  Canada  who  have  no  relicious  af- 
filiations would  not  be  greater  vhan  the  a  lount 
earned  from  the  sourses  of  revenue  that  a     left 
out       of     the      account     in      makibg     up    this 
statement,  and  if  x^v  allow  860,000,000  as  a  fair 
proportion  for  the  smaller  Christian  bodies,  we 
have  left  an  amount  equal  at  least   to     $500,- 


000,000  pawl  into  the  hands  of  the  Christian 
men  and  women  of  Canada  who  belonjf  to  th«> 
four  larger  denominations,  viz.  :  Ant^Iicans. 
Baptists,  Methodist  and  Presbyterians.  I  think 
that  from  these  figures  we  may  fairly  aa8um(> 
that  the  Anglicans  receive  at  least... |I26,000,00() 

The  Presbyterians  at  least   150,000,000 

The  Methodists  at  least  160,000,000 

and  the  Baptists  at  least   66,000,000 

In  making  up  these  figures  I  have  based  them 
upon  the  Government  census  returns,  which  show 
the  numbers  which  claim  to  lielong  to  these 
Various  denominations.  In  view  of  these  figures 
will  any  one  contend  that  $4  ,.500,000  is  too  much 
to  ask  the  Christian  men  and  women  of  Canada 
to  give  for  the  extension  of  Chrifit's  Kingdom 
in  heathen  lands  ? 

I  am  among  those  who  believe  in  tithing.  1 
think  that  every  Christian  man  and  woman 
should  set  aside  a  definite  portion  of  hia  or  her 
income  for  the  Lord's  work  and  should  be  will- 
ing to  give  cheerfully  as  much  at  least  as  the 
Jew  was  compelled  to  give  under  the  Divine 
Law.  I  believe  that  this  law  was  not  abro- 
gated. "The  only  way  for  us  to  get  rid  of  it 
is  to  do  what  Jesus  said, — fulfil  it,  go  beyond  it 
in  the  performance  of  the  duty  it  imposes." 
God  created  all  material  things  and  He  has 
never  given  up  His  ownership  thereof.  We  may 
have  a  title  to  our  property  and  our  money  as 
against  our  fellow-men,  but  not  as  against 
God.  While  I  believe  that  God  is  interested  in 
all  that  concerns  us,  and  desires  every  one  of 
His  children  to  live  well  and  prosper,  yet  be- 
cause of  His  very  goodness  we  should  come  to 
Him  with  the  first  fruits  and  make  our  offerinir 
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to  His  work  before  we  ajwiid  money   ui>on  our- 
Bclves.     If  I  am  earning  810  n  week  1  am   «'on- 
vinoetl  that  if  I  set  aiwrt  $1.00  for  the    I/onrs 
work  the  89.00  remaining,  with  the  Ixinra  bless- 
ing    upon     it,     will   go  farther  and   prove     of 
greater   advantage    than    the   $10    would    if     all 
spent  upon  myself.    All  should  giv  th«  tenth  - 
many  can.  an«l  should  give  much  more.    But  if 
all    the   tithes    were     hrotight      into    the    Ix>rd's 
treasury   wo  wotdd  have  n  sum     from    tlie  fcMir 
♦•vangelieal    bodies     al»ovo     name<l  etpialling  at 
least  $50,000,000   pt-r     year,     and    aftor  paying 
out    $1,500,000      for     mission     work    it      would 
the      tremendous       sum       of       $ir)..')OO,000       to 
be      spent        \ipon        our      own      local       church 
work        and      for       charitable      purposes.  I 

believe  Canada  can  alTorfl  to  uive  Vfry  much 
more  than  the  amount  allotted  to  her,  and 
should  ere  this  generation  has  passed  away,  not 
only  evangelize  the  forty  million  people  which 
have  l»een  assumed  by  us.  but  should  at  least 
provide  the  money  and  men  to  evangelize 
twenty-live  million  more,  as  a  thank-offering 
for  the  blessings  which  the  Lord  has 
conferred  ujwn  us  as  a  people  and 
a  nation. 

If  it  is  conce<le<l.  as  I*  believe  every 
Christian  man  will  concede,  after  .study- 
ing the.se  figures,  that  we  can  afford  to 
ci\e  the  money,  the  question  then  arises,  "Have 
we  the  meji  ?"  I  have  feft  that  it  was  pa.  >f 
Cod's  plan  that  the  Student  Volunteer  i- 
sionary  Movement  should  precede,  as  it  did,  the 
La>'men's  Missionary  Movement,  and  we  have 
now  in  our  colleges  a  large  numl>er  of  young 
men  and  young  women,  who  are  preparing  for 
work     on       mission       fields,     at     home      and 
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ahroH<],  if  tlic  incanR  l>e  pr«»vnlc<l  to  »cnd  thoni 
to  thp  work  ami  to  Hiipport  them  there,  but  this 
only  providcH  for  the  imino<liftte  future.  The 
qupstion  iiriset*,  "Where  are  the  men  and  wo- 
men to  toine  from  to  take  up  this  work,  so  ns 
to  c'vaiiK'^lizo  our  share  of  tl  .•  world  in  thi^i 
feneration  ?"  I  Ijelieve  they  are  to  be  found  in 
our  Sunday  Schools  to-day.  I  find  that  in  the 
Sunday  Schools  of  the  four  jjreat  evangelical 
denominations  in  Canada  there  are  enrolled,  ac- 
cording to  the  most  recent  returns  I  have  re- 
ceived, 687,688  pupils,  divided  as  follows  : 

Methodists    2*^,749 

Presbyterians    303,326 

Anglicans     107,904 

Baptists    87,709 

At  the  present  time  it  is  estimated  that  there 
are  in  heathen  lands  representing  Canadian 
Churches  about  300  missionaries.  If  we  take 
our  share  of  the  world  as  forty  million,  and 
twenty-five  thousand  persons  as  the  missionary 
parish,  we  require  sixteen  hundred  missionaries 
to  do  our  share  of  the  work.  Deducting  those 
already  on  the  field,  it  means  that  we  have  to 
proTide  1,300  persons  to  represent  us  in  the 
Foreign  work  of  our  churches.  To  provide  this 
number  recpjires  about  one-fifth  of  one  percent. 
of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
these  four  Christian  denominations.  These  boys 
and  girls  are  being  educated  along  missionary 
lines,  and  trained  for  missionary  endeavor  in  a 
manner  altogether  different  from  that  in 
whici.  their  fathers  and  mothers  were  trained 
when  they  were  pupils  in  the  Sunilay  School. 
Missions  and  missionary  work  are  now  given  a 
first  place  in  the  work  of  our  Schools,  and  in 
the  Schools,   in  Mission   Bands,   and   in   Young

Should  we  not  all  pray  the  I.ord 
that   the   hearts  and   minds   of   these  \'Oyn     and 
jrirls   may   Iw  directed   to   the   nu^'.sion   fiehl,     as 
their   life   work,   and    should    not   the   Christian 
men   and     wonven   of   this   country  ke«'p     iM'fore 
their  children   the   fact   that   there  is   no  calling 
in  life  so  honorable,  and  none  so  fruitful  in  all 
that    is   best     for    the    civilization    of    the  world 
and  for  the  jjood  of  humanity,  as   that  of  pro- 
claimini;  the  Goml  News   of  the  Kinu'dom  ?   For 
the   puqiose    of    showinff    that    the    thought      of 
our   youni;    ix'ople    is    l>einc   dire<-ted    into     mis- 
sionary     channels,      let      me      relate      an     in- 
cident   which    recently   occurred    in      a      Sunday 
School   in   the   city  of   Toronto.    A   few     months 
ago  the  superintendent  of   the  School,     without 
any  preparation,   without  consultini?  any  mem- 
l)er  of  the   School,   one   afternoon,   at   the  close 
of   the   lesion,   stepped   to   his   desk   and     stated 
that  hf  wouKl   like   to  know   how   many     there 
were   in    the   school    (numlwrinff.   includinc     pri- 
mary  scholars,    in   all   about   fiOO)   over  16  years 
of   euro,    who   were   prepared    to   irive   themselves 
for  mission   work,   at  home  or   abroad,     if     the 
I>ord  opened  up  the  way.    Fifteen  of  the  beat  in 
the  School,  comprising  both  teachers  and  schol- 
ars,   stood   »ip   and   offerwl    themselves   for     mis- 
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■ion  work.  If  this  proportion  would  hold  good 
over  our  land.  Canada  would  provide  over  17.- 
000  miMionariea  instead  of  1,300. 

Ae  a  Canadian.  I  believe  that  we  have  the 
■loney,  thai  we  have  the  men  and  women  now 
under  training  in  our  colle^eH  for  immediate 
work,  anii  we  have  coming  forward  in  our  Sun- 
day Schoola  a  sunicicnt  number  of.  young 
people  who  will  be  prepared  to  enter  upon  the 
work  and  thuR  enable  us  to  overtake  our  share 
of  .  work  of  giWng  the  gospel  to  the  heathen 
nations  of  the  earth  long  before  this  generation 
has  passed  away. 

When,  a  few  years  ago,  the  message  was  flashed 
across  the  Atlantic  that  our  Empire  was  in 
danger  in  South  Africa,  our  young  men  were 
quick  to  spring  to  arms  and  volunteer  for  ac- 
tive service  in  the  army  of  our  Queen.  They 
were  ready  to  lay  down  their  lives  for  Queen 
and  Country.  Surely  the  young  Christian  men 
of  our  land,  recognizing  the  privileges  that 
they  enjoy,  not  only  as  citizens  of  the  British 
Empire,  but  also  as  citizens  of  the  Kingdom  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and  grasp- 
ing the  present  situation,  will  become  fired  with 
the  needs  of  the  foreign  field,  and  will  be  not 
leee  ready  to  respond,  nor  less  loyal  to  the  call 
of  the  Great  King,  than  their  brothers  were  to 
respond  for  service  in  defence  of  an  earthly 
Empire. 

This  movement  for  the  evargelization  of  the 
world  means, that  the  men  of  our  churches  will 
secure  perfect  and  accurate  information  regard- 
ing the  work  to  be  done.  And,  having  intelli- 
gwit  knowledge  thereof,  as  well  as  accurate  in- 
formation  regarding   our  ability  both    in   men 
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and  money  to  carry  on  the  work,  they  will  ba 
prepared  to  respond  to  and  deal  with  the  whole 
situation  an  they  do  whh  their  own  huKineMi 
enterprivefi. 

I  believe  it  will  appeal  to  men  hecauHe  of  the 
gTMtneflH  of  the  enterpriso.  We  talk  of  Imperial 
quMtion»-quettiona  whirh  relate  to  the  welfare 
of  the  Empire  as  a  whole.  There  is  no  other  que*- 
tion  of  Buch  importance  to-day  as  the  evani;^!- 
ization  of  the  world.  The  stability  of  our 
Western  civilization  depends  upon  our  Kiving 
the  KOHpel  to  those  who  have  it  not.  If  we  do 
not  jfive  them  this  messagre,  the  tremendous 
power  locked  up  in  the  heathen  nations,  to  a 
j?reat  extent  unused  at  the  present,  ami  un- 
known to  themselves,  directed  by  men  now 
being  educated  and  trained  in  Western  univer- 
sities, may  be  turned  against  our  own  Empire 
with  perhaps  distrastrous  effects.  But  if  w«  give 
tliero  the  gospel,  we  shall  find  that  these  same 
men,  Chinese,  Japanese,  Hindus,  and  others, 
dominated  by  the  great  principles  of  our  Divine 
Master,  will  become  our  fellow  workers  in  all 
matters  that  make  for  the  good  of  the  world 
and  the  uplifting  of  humanity. 

Then,  too,  I  believe  this  enterprise  will  appeal 
to  men  because  it  is  hastening  the  day  when 
our  Lord  shall  return.  Whatever  may  be  the  be- 
lief of  Christian  men  regarding  the  manner  or  the 
time  of  our  Lord's  coming,  all  believe  He  is  to 
come  again,  and  all  look  forward  to  that  event 
as  the  great  Day  when  He  shall  bring  together 
His  faithful  ones— those  who  are  alive  and 
those  who  have  pa8se<l  away.  But  this  cannot 
come  to  pass  until  His  gospel  is  preached  to 
all  the  world  for  a  witness  or  a  tc^tinoony.     Hs
